The people stared at me with 
disapproving looks, so I said: Woe be upon me, why is it that you stare at 
me? They began to strike their hands on their thighs, and when I saw them 
urging me to observe silence (I became angry) but I said nothing. When the 
Messenger of Allah (<&) had said the prayer (and I declare that neither 
before him nor after him have I seen a leader who gave better instruction 
than he for whom I would give my father and mother as ransom). I swear that 
he did not scold, beat or revile me but said: Talking to persons is not fitting 
during the prayer, for it consists of glorifying Allah, declaring his Greatness, 
and recitation of the Qur'an or words to that effect. I said: Messenger of 
Allah. I was till recently a pagan, but Allah has brought Islam to us; among us 
there are men who have recourse to Kahins. He said, Do not have recourse 
to them. I said. There are men who take omens. That is something which 
they find in their breasts, but let it not turn their way (from freedom of action). 
I said: Among us there are men who draw lines. He said: There was a 
prophet who drew lines, so if they do it as they did, that is allowable. I had a 
maid servant who tended goats by the side of Uhud and Jawwaniya. One day 
I happened to pass that way and found that a wolf had carried a goat from 
her flock. I am after all a man from the posterity of Adam. I felt sorry as they 
(human beings) feel sorry. So I slapped her. I came to the Messenger of 
Allah (<&) and felt (this act of mine) as something grievous I said: Messenger 
of Allah, should I not grant her freedom? He (the Holy Prophet) said: Bring 
her to me. So I brought her to him. He said to her: Where is Allah? She said: 
He is in the heaven. He said: Who am I? She said: Thou art the Messenger 
of Allah. He sai d: Grant her freedom, she is a believing woman. 
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Abul Hasan al-Ash'ari [d. 324H] said regarding evidence 8: 

„This proofs that Allah is over His Throne, over the heavens." [al-lbanah, page 
119] 

Imam Ibn Abdul Barr [d. 463H] said regarding it: The meaning of this Hadith is 
clear and in no need to be discussed. With regards to the question of the 
Prophet % and the girl answering: „ln the heaven.", then this is what the people 
of truth are upon." [at-Tamhld 22/80].

Note that the (l>) that Is used (literally: „in the heaven") has the meaning of 
(tjx) Lover the heaven, over His Throne"), as mentioned by Ibn Abdul-Barr in 
at-Tamhld (7/130). Just as in Baqarah 2:11 or Tawbah 9:2 or Anfal 6:11 ( Jz 
o^yil) does not mean „in the earth", but „on the earth". 
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Imam Abdul Barr also said that this is what Ahlus-Sunnah wal-Jama'ah is upon, 
and the Ahlul HadTth, and those who have understanding of the AhadTth, i.e. 
that Allah is over the heavens and His knowledge is everywhere, [al-lstiskar

255H] said in the explanation of this Hadlth: „This Hadlth of 
the Messenger of Allah % is a proof that as long as one does not know that 
Allah is not on earth, rather above in the heaven, then he is not a believer... And 
in the statement of the Messenger of Allah <% is a refutation of those who say 
that He is everywhere, and that you cannot attribute a „where" to Him... 

If the matter was as the misguided people claim, then the Messenger of Allah

One cannot deny Allah’s transcendence without also denying the 
vision of Him. This is why the Jahmlwah have denied both while 
the Ah I as-Sunnah have affirmed both. This also explains why those 
who afFirm the vision of Allah but deny His transcendence waver 
between the two propositions and fail to affirm either. We have 
noted these points in a brief manner. Were we to expound on them, 
the arguments would increase up to a thousand in number. Let those 
who deny divine transcendence reply to these points. I am sure they 
will not be able to respond to even one argument convincingly, also note 

The sayings of the Elders concerning Allah’s transcendence arc 
many indeed. For example, Shaykh al-lslam Abu Isma’il Al-An$ari 
recorded in his book Al-Fdruq, with his chain of authorities, that 
AbG Mut Al-Balkhi asked AbO Hanifah about a person who had 
said, “1 do not know if my Lord is in Heaven or on earth.” He said, 

”He has commined blasphemy. Allah has verily said, ’The Most 
Gracious is firmly established on the Throne (20:5], and His Throne 
is above the seven heavens.” Al-Balkhi then asked, ”What if he says 
that Allah is established on His Throne but he says that he does not 
know if the Throne is up above or on earth.” AbO Hanifah 
answered, ”He is a disbeliever because he denied that He is up 
above (ft as-samd). Whoever denies that He is in Heaven has 
committed blasphemy.” Another version adds, “This is so because 
Allah is in the highest of high places ( aid ' illiyin ), and He is ▼ 
supplicated up to Him and not down.”' 01

The Prophet % said: „Be merciful on the earth, and you will be shown mercy 
from Who is above the heavens."

AbcMUh bin 'Amr narrated that the Messenger of Allah said:

The womb is named after Ar-Rahman, so whoever 
connects it, Allah connects him, and whoever severs it, Allah severs 
him."

in your heart that which Allah was about to make manifest, you did 
fear the people,' (33.37) was revealed in connection with Zainab 
and Zaid bin Haritha."

Narrated Abu Said AMChudri: 

Ali bin Abi Talib sent a piece of gold not yet taken out of its ore, in a 
tanned leather container to Allah's Messenger (<&) . Allah's 
Messenger (<&) distributed that amongst four Persons: 'Uyaina bin 
Badr, Aqra bin HAbis. Zaid Al-Khail and the fourth was either 
AJqama or Amir bin at-Tufail. On that, one of his companions said, 
"We are more deserving of this (gold) than these (persons)." When 
that news reached the Prophet (&) , he said. "Don't you trust me 
though I am the truth worthy man of the One in the Heavens, and I

Allah's Messenger (<&)! Shall I chop his neck off?" The Prophet 
(<fe) said. ‘No, for he may offer prayers." Khalid said, "Numerous 
are those who offer prayers and say by their tongues (i.e. mouths) 
what is not in their hearts." Allah's Messenger (<&) said, "I have not 
been ordered (by Allah) to search the hearts of the people or cut 
open their bellies." Then the Prophet looked at him (i.e. that man) 
while the latter was going away and said, "From the offspring of 
this (man there will come out (people) who will recite the Qur'an 
continuously and elegantly but it will not exceed their throats. (They 
will neither understand it nor act upon it). They would go out of the 
religion (i.e. Islam) as an arrow goes through a game's body." I 
think he also said. "If I should be present at their time I would kill 
them as the nations a Thamud were killed."

Allah said. *The Word that comes from Me does not change, so it will be as I 
enjoined on you in the Mother of the Book.’ Allah added, 'Every good deed 
will be rewarded as ten times so it is fifty (prayers) in the Mother of the Book 
(in reward) but you are to perform only five (in practice)." The Prophet (<&) 
returned to Moses who asked, 'What have you done?' He said, "He has 
lightened our burden: He has given us for every good deed a tenfold 
reward.’ Moses said, *By Allah! I tried to make Bani Israel observe less than 
that, but they gave it up. So go back to your Lord that hie may lighten your 
burden further.' Allah's Messenger (<&) said, a O Moses! By Allah. I feel shy 
of returning too many times to my Lord.* On that Gabriel said, ’Descend in 
Allah's Name." The Prophet (<&) then woke while he was in the Sacred 
Mosque (at Mecca).

After mentioning the statements of Ahlus-Sunnah wa Jama'ah regarding Allah 
being over His Throne, Hafidh Ibn Hajr says: „Then how can you not accept that 
which the three generations [Sahaba, Tabi'Tn, Tabi'ut Tabi'Tn] were agreed 
upon? They were the best generations, as has been attested by the bringer of 
the SharT'ah [the Messenger €&]!' 







Fathul Bari [13/407-408]. 
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Imam Malik bin Anas [d. 179H] said: „Allah, the Mighty and Majestic, is over the 
Heaven [over His Throne], and His knowledge is everywhere. Nothing escapes 
His knowledge." 

Masail al-lmam Ahmad li Ibn Dawud [page 353 with a SahTh Isnad] 
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Imam al-Humaydi [d. 219 H] said: 

„And the Sunnah according to us is...that one says: „The Most Beneficent 
[Allah] rose over the Throne [in a manner that befits His Majesty]." [20:5], and 
whoever claims otherwise is a Mu'adtal [denier of the Names and Attributes of 
Allah] JahmT." 

Usui as-Sunnah lil Humaydi [2/361 at the end of his Musnad] 
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Adh-Dhahabi reports, that Imam at-Tabarani [d. 360H] wrote the chapter 
heading in his book „as-Sunnah" as: „Chapter about what has come regarding 
the Istiwa of Allah over His Throne, and that He is seperate and distinct from 
His creation." 

Kitab al-Arsh li Dhahabi [2/404] 
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Imam Abu Zakariyyah Yahya bin Ammar as-Sachtiyani [d. 444H] said: „We do 
not say as the Jahmiyyah say, that He [Allah] is in every place and that He is 
mixed with every thing, or that we do not know where He is. Rather He is with 
His Divine Essence [zhat] over the Throne, and His knowledge encompasses 
everything. His Knowledge, Hearing, Sight and Power reaches everything, and 
this is the meaning of: „...and He is with you wherever you are. And Allah, of 
what you do, is Seeing." [57:4], and He is with His Divine Essence over the 







Throne, as He, Glory be to Him, said, and as His Messenger [%] said." 
Kitab al-Arsh li Dhahabi [2/445-446] 
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Allamah Ma'mar bin Ahmad bin Zyad al-Asfahani [d. 418H] said: 

„And Allah, the Mighty and Majestic, is over His Throne, without a „how" [that 
we can describe] [Kayf], without likening Him to the creation [TashbTh] and 
without averting this from its apparent meaning [Ta'wTI]. The Istiwa is known [in 
the language], the „how" is not know to us, believing in it is obligatory, rejecting
